Parking tickets from a private company are different 


D on't take any legal 
advice from me, but 
if you happen to get a park¬ 
ing ticket at one of the local 
hospitals or at an apartment 
complex in your city, don't be 
in such a rush to pay it until 
you know all the facts. 

A bit of work might be 
involved, but there’s a good 
chance it will save you some, or 
possibly all, ofyourmoney. 

I had no idea about this issue 
until Loretta Morrissey, a friend 
of mine from years ago, brought 
it to my attention. She received a 
ticket for $49 after dropping off 
a family member at the emer¬ 
gency department of the Greater 
Niagara General Hospital. 

Loretta has a valid disability 
permit on the dash of her vehi¬ 
cle, which allows her to park in 
a designated handicap parking 
spot anywhere in the city with¬ 
out having to pay any meter or 


Private companies looking after parking lots at hospitals, commercial properties and apartment buildings have different rules 
that govern what happens when someone fails to pay these tickets. Some residents have found they can get away without 
paying the tickets because it’s too costly to take them to small claims court. 


She thought the ticket was 
unfair and declined to pay 

important to her is that people 
be informed when it comes to 
these types of tickets because 
they are issued by a private 


thatisissuedbya private com¬ 
pany. 

After making numerous 
phone calls, and going back and 
forth with emails trying to find 
out what is the process if some¬ 
one decides they want to fight 
one of these private tickets in 
court, it turns out they don’ttake 
people to court. 

That seems strange because 
the accused person doesn't 
even get a chance to tell their 
side of the story, to an independ¬ 
ent judge or justice of the peace, 


and have that person decide 
their guilt or innocence. 

If you wish to dispute a park¬ 
ing ticket from a private com¬ 
pany, there’s an address on the 
back of the ticket where you can 
send that information. 

Apparently, they have a panel 
that reviews your information 
and they decide whether the 
ticket stands, or if they are will¬ 
ing to reduce the amount, or if 
they are willing to void it. 

That doesn’t seem very dem- 
ocratic. What gives a private 


What happened to our basic 
democratic right of being inno¬ 
cent until proven guilty? 

A parking ticket is nothing 
more than an allegation that 

another party, that they did 
something wrong 
Nothing has been proven. 
After getting a parking 
ticket, most people are usually 
upset, but they end up paying 


it because it’s usually not very 
much and it would take more 
time and effort to try and fight 
it. It’s not financially feasible to 
take the day off work and go to 
court to fight a$20or$50 ticket, 
or to even hire a paralegal or a 
lawyer It's cost prohibitive. 

While that can work against 
you when trying to prove your 


:e, that

you when a private company is 
trying to prove you are guilty. 

It’s also cost prohibitive for a 
private company to take some-
